EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 1055

WHEREAS, MICHAEL ,1. JONES, was sentenced in Cause Numbers 570 and 


573 in Harrison County, Mississippi on May 22, 1973, to serve two years on two charges 
of Sale of a Controlled Substance; and. 

WHEREAS, MICHAEL J. JONES, served his sentence and was discharged 
from the Mississippi Department of Corrections on March 12, 1974, and since that time 
has proven to be rehabilitated and has led a useful, productive and law-abiding life. 

NOW, THEREFORE. 1. Haley Barbour, Governor of the State of Mississippi, 
tinder and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and Laws of this 
State, do hereby grant to MICHAEL J. JONES, a full, complete, and unconditional 
Pardon for the crimes and convictions named herein; and henceforth, MICHAEL J. 
JONES shall be absolved from all legal consequences of these crimes and convictions,

and be governed accordingly.
